I learned that we had provided all the information 
we had to the State Department and that it was my understanding that 
State Department had been in touch with Mrs. Kelly.

I talked again with Jack Leahy, in the State Department, about 
the possibilities of our providing Mrs. Kelly with precisely the same 
information which the Department has already given her. Leahy 
thought this was a good solution and T told him I would give it further 
thought. 
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
